While a rumble of protest swept 
the nation, the Empire State Society 
of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution met tonight and adopted a 
resolution condemning “in the

EVEN LIVES LOST 
IN FACTORY FIRE. 


A. P. NIGHT um! 

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Seven per- 
sons were burned to death and two 
others who are missing are feared 
to have lost their lives In a fire 
which destroyed two factories in the 
manufacturing section of Queens- 
borough late today with a material 
loss estimated at $250,000. 

The charred bodies were not 
found until the fames had been ex- 
tinguished and firemen were pouring 
water into the ruins of the buildings. 
Search is being made tonight for two 
persons still missing, but it is de- 
lieved they perished. All those 
burned were employed in the plant 
of the Oakes 
Company, where the flames started.

The fire started among chemicals 
on the first floor of the Oakes Build- 
ing and spread with such rapidity 
that the office force was trapped on 
the second floor. 

In addition to the office building, 
five one-story storage buildings of 
the Oakes company were destroyed. 
From these tuildings the fire spread 
to the Astofia Veneer mill and lum- 
ber yard, where many thousands of 
feet of lumber was destroyed. 

PROBABLE ORIGIN. 

The police have learned that an 
electrician at work on the first floor 
of the dye-making plant, making re- 
pairs to the electric light fixtures, 
dropped a ladder, which struck a 
jar of chemicals that burst into 
flames. 

There were six young women and 
the three men on the second floor 
when the fire began. Not one of 
them has been seen since. 


NANTUCKET RAID 
AN ISOLATED CASE.

WASHIN N, Oct. 17, — There 
have been no indications in official 
circles here that the United States 
would make any declaration of pol- 
icy regarding the U-53's visit to the 
western Atlantic unless evidence of a 
violation of international law devel- 
oped. The raid off Nantucket is 
viewed as an isolated case, in no way 
reopening the general submarine is- 
sue, and it is understood all the in- 
formation gathered thus far indi- 
cated that the submarine’s activities 
were held within legal bounds. The 
investigation; however, has not been 


completed. 

Officials have constantly declined 
to make any formal comment on the 
U-53's exploits while the inquiry is 
in progress, but surprise was ap- 
parent tonight at the suggestion that 
the submarine may have secured in- 
formation illegally through newspa- 
pers taken aboard‘at Newport. That 
point apparently has not been con- 
sidered here as entering prominently 
into the case. 

It was suggested that a wide dif- 
ference might be found in the en- 
trance of a belligerent into a neutral 
port for supplies, which is recog- 
nized as legal and is surrounded with 
fixed limitations in international law 
and an attempt such as that made by 
the British cruiser Suffolk to secure 
supplies from neutral gources while 
on the high seas. 

It has been indicated clearly that 
the government was satisfied there 
was no violation of neutrality or in- 
ternational law by the rescue flotil- 
la of American destroyers.

Blame for the accident, which oc- 
curred shortly bef 6 o'clock, was 
placed upon Poole, the driver, by 
several persons who were near by 
at the time. According to these wit- 
nesses, Poole, driving at high speed, 
attempted to cross the tracks of the 
La Jolla Railway ahead of the traip, 
but brought. his machine to the 
the locomotive 
The train, trav- 
eling at twenty-five miles an hour, 
tossed the big automobile to one 
side, throwing some of the occupants 
many feet into the air. vic- 


time were crushed beneat the 
wreckage. The train was stopped 
and the dead and injured taken to 
La Jolla. 
Poole, according to the witnesses, 
had a clear view of the track and 
oncoming train when more than a 
quarter,of a mile from the crossing. 
Robert Blue, whose address could 
not be learned, is thought to be an 
electrical worker. Day is a well- 
known semi-professional baseball 
piteher of this city and Los Angeles. 
At the hospital In La Jolla, where 
the dead and injured were taken, it 
was said that Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Muri and George Swan, although 
suffering severe cuts and bruises, 
would recover.

DAREDEVIL POOLE 
DRIVER’S SOUBRIQUET. 


Harry Poole left the automobile 
station conducted by C. Harous, No. 
212 East Fifth street, at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning with eight pas- 
sengers for San Diego. He was 32 
years old and resided at No. 822 
East Twentieth street, this city. He 
leaves a widow and one child. 

Mr. Harous says that Poole was 
an independent driver, owning his 
own car. Mr. Harous conducts an 


automobile stage line operating cars 
to the San Joaquin Valley and points 
north as far as San Francisco. He 
also is agent for lines going south 
as far as San Diego. He said that 
he had several passengers for San 
Diego yesterday morning and, as his 
own cars, were all busy, he turned 
—j passengers over to Poole for the 

p. 

Poole was known along the stage 
route as Daredevil Poole and had 
the reputation of being able to get 
his passengers delivered when other 
machines were unable to make trips. 
He was the last man to abandon 
traffic last winter during the heavy 
floods that closed all roads to San 
Diego, and the first man to resume. 
He made trips that appeared almost 
impossible, and still he was known 
as a man who never took his pas- 
sengers into danger. All during the 
heavy rains he acted as pathfinder 
for the other stage drivers. 

Following the cessation of the 
rains Poole was the first man to 
carry The Times into the flooded 
district between here and San Diego, 
bearing tidings of the outside world. 

The license number on the ma- 
chine was 115729, which is listed in 
the State automobile directory as 
belonging to H. M. Olsen, No. 1240 
West Forty-seventh street, this city. 
In view of Mr. Harous'’s statement, 
it is conjectured that Poole may 
have bought the car from him or 
have been running it on a lease. 
Mr. Olsen could not be reached last 
night. 

The only A. Mills known at the 
Sheriff's office as a deputy was an 
A. L. Mills, who formerly resided 
at No. 3409 South Hope street, but 
whose present address is unknown. 
He was appointed a deputy sheriff 
January 13, to serve as an extra in- 
spéctor on the Los Angeles street 
railway. He, together with a score 
of other men, was placed on the 
street car lines last winter during 
the epidemic of street-car hold-ups. 
The Sheriff's office was unable last 
night to locate the home of Mr. 
Mills or to definitely establish that 
the man killed in the accident was 
the former deputy.

Economic Arrangement with 
Germany Responsible 
for Ban,

GENEVA (via Paris) Oct. 
17.—The Swiss government, in 
consequence of the economic 
arrangement with Germany, 
has prohibited Swiss factories 
from exporting ammunition to 
the Entente allies if they are 
using German coal or steel. 
This order will render idle 
over 50,000 men, among whom 
there is much discontent. The 
proprietors of the factories 
met today and protested 
against the order, arguing 
that Switzerland receives Bel-

OOD SITUATION 
IN THE COMMONS. 


MEMBERS COMPDAIN OVER THE 
CONTROL OF SUPPLIES. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—In the House 
of Commons today a debate arose 
over the food situation, a number of 
the menibers complaining of the in- 
adequate measures of the govern- 
ment to control food supplies and 
prevent an extensive rise in prices. 

Walter Runciman, president of the 
Board of Trade, in reply to the com- 
plaints, said he was hungering for a 
practical proposal, which had not 
been forthcoming for preventing 
evils that were largely due to the in- 
creased food consuming capacity, not 
only of the army, but of munitions 
and other workers, and the decreas- 
ing supplies of food. 

Mr. Runciman said there was no 
evidence of serious monopolization 
or exploitation of foodstuffs and if 
there had been he would not have 
hesitated to ask Parliament for pow- 
er to deal with such a situation. 

In relating the measures the gov- 
ernment has taken with regard to 
meat and wheat, Mr. Runciman said 
every effort was being made to in- 
crease available tonnage for imports

the Greek battleships Kilkis (for- 
merly the United States battleship 
Idaho,) the Lemnos (formerly ‘the

HEAVY DEFEAT 
FOR RUSSIANS. 


Nineteen Hundred Prisoners 
in Galician Reverse. 


Trenches on Wide Front are 
Taken by Germans. 
Attacks by ‘Allies ‘Along the 
Somme Break Down. 


aTLANTIC CABLE AND 

BERLIN, Oct. 17 (via London, 
4:46 p.m.)—The Russians have suf- 
fered a heavy defeat in Galicia, the 
War Office announced today. Re- 
peated attacks were repulsed and 
trenches on a front of one and a 
quarter miles were taken by the 
Austre-German forces. Nineteen 
hundred prisoners and ten machine 
guns were captured. 

The statement reads: 

“The enemy artillery fire which 


was directed against positions of the 
army under Gen. Count von Both- 
mer was increased during the after- 
noon to the greatest intensity and 
lasted until nightfall, only being in- 
terrupted during repeated storming 
attacks. All the infantry attacks 
were repulsed and the enemy suf- 
fered a heavy defeat. The Guard 
Fustieers and Pomeranian Grena- 
diers pursued the retreating enemy 
and took the foremost enemy 
trenches on a front of two kilo- 
meters (one and one-fourth miles,) 
and brought in thirty officers and 
1900 men as prisoners. They also 
captured ten machine guns.

BREAK ALLIES’ ATTACKS. 
Attacks of the allles yesterday 
Gueudecourt, on the Somme

According to Frederick Torrey, of 
the firm of Vickery, Atkins and 
Torrey, who negotiated the sale and 
who, as an agent, aided materially 
in building up the collection, the 
Ladd collection is remarkable for 
the range of time it covers as weil 
as for the number of works of really | 
notable artists contained in it. Such 
masters as Durer, Rembrandt, 
Meryon, Seymour-Hayden and 
Whistler are represented with un- 
usual completeness. The collection 
is said to be particularly strong in 
the work of the nineteenth century 
and second only to the Avery collec- 
tion in New York in this respect. 
Its great value, however, lies, it is 
said, in the fact that it is a general 
working collection, nat of one pe- 
ried, but of the whole development 
of art. 

It is said that several wealthy 
persons have tried to gain posses- 
sion of the collection to keep it on 
the Pacific Coast, among them 
Henry E. Huntington of Los An- 
geles.

DESTROYED ZEPPELIN’S 
CAPTAIN IDENTIFIED.

BERLIN, Oct. 16 (via London, Oct. 
17, 2:32 a.m.)—The commander of 
the Zeppelin L-32, one of two de- 
stroyed in the raid on England Sep- 
tember 23, was Lieut. Werner Peter-

The L-32, according to the offi- 
cial statement issued by the British 
government, was finally destroyed by 
an aeroplane after passing through 
terrific gunfire.

ing machine. When it became evi- 
dent the entire group of bulidings 
must burn quite a little merchan- 
dise and office furniture was carried 
out and saved. 

The losses are as follows: Bakery 
stock, L. A. Griner, $1500; building,

Option Includes Reservoirs, 
Water Rights and Tunnels and 
Nearly Twenty Thousand Aces of 
Land for leclamation Plan. 
District to be Formed. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCGIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 17— 
The initial step in the southwest's 
great reclamation project was taken 
here today, when an option for the 
purchase for $2,500,000 of the prop- 
erties of the Arrowhead Reservoir 
and Power Company was recorded 
by Charles F. Guthridge of Los An- 
geles, representing interests in Vic- 
tor Valley, where it is planned to 
irrigate 100,000 acres and create a 
second Imperial Valley. 
The option includes the Little 
Bear Valley reservoir, water rights 
and tunnels, the West Fork Mojave 
reservoir site, and 17,600 acres of 
land including the famous Las 
Flores Rancho of 6600 acres near 
Victorville. 
Under the terms of the option an 
irrigation district must be formed 
within four months and then bonds 
voted within the next eight months, 
The Little Bear Valley reservoir is 
practically completed. Vietor C. 
Smith, vice-president and general 
manager of the Arrowhead com- 
pany, tonight confirmed the project.

Complaints that Practice Ruined 
the Shooting of the Law-abiding 
Get an Answer in Prosecution of 
Offenders—Many Deer Crossing 
Owens Valley. 


Responding to repeated com- Big 


plaints that the power-boat law has 
been disregarded to the great in- 
jury of the duck shooting in Bear 
Valley, Deputy Fish and Game Com- 
missioner William R. Malone made 
one grand clean-up on the crowded 
lake opening day, taking fourteen 
men for firing at ducks while their 
boats were in motion. 
LAW BROKEN. 

The law expressiy forbids this. 
Hunters would drive right into big 
bands of canvasbacks and redheads, 
relying upon speed to get them 
within range before all the heavy 
birds could get under way, and thus 
several hundred would be terrorized 
at once. Good boat hunters who 
rely upon oars and paddle always 
attempt to “pocket” or “cut off" a 
small part of these Big bands and 
work them into a cove, taking ad- 
vantage of the tendency of the big 
ducks to swim away from an in- 
truder. 

Then when finally a-wing the 
ducks turn back over the water, 
rather than over the land, offering 
good crossing shots in making their 
escape. In this way, at the worst, 
only half a dozen or so of ducks 
are frightened in the attempt to get 
a double.

MAYOR MAKES AN OFFICIAD 
POWER STATEMENT.

Declares His Only Desire to be 
that the Public Shall Reccive 
Authentic and not Garbled Re- 
ports of What is Going on Be- 
tween City and Companies. 


The following official statement on 
the power situation was given out 


his | yesterday by Mayor Woodman over 
agents dre after. 2 7 . 


his signature: 

“In furtherance of my statement 
yesterday, and belief, that only au- 
thentic news with reference to the 
negotiations now pending between 
the city and the power companies 
shall be given to the people of the 
city, I will state that the committee 


appearing for the city has in no way 
disagreed among themselves and 
that the utmost harmony and co- 
operation exists between them; that 
up to date the conferences between 
the power companies’ representatives 
and the city have resulted in the 
submission of a mass of figures of 
a more or less technical nature, 
leading up to some sort of a definite 
agreement. Those figgres have been 
submitted by the city to the power 
companies for their consideration 
and the power companies’ figures, 
submitted to us, have been referred 
to our engineer for the purpose of 
interpreting the statements and re- 
porting to the committee what they 
mean. 

“Should thie agreement be con- 
summated and the power com- 
panies’ distributing systems be taken 
over by the city, all of the power 
to be distributed in the city-—both 
from the city’s plants and the plants 
of the companies—will be centered 
in one substation, that belonging to 
the city, and this will result in a 
very considerable saving in operat- 
ing and other expenses, all of which 
will redound to the benefit of the 
consumers and taxpayers. This will 
also insure continuity of service. 

“I am impressed with the spirit 
of sincerity with which both parties 
are approaching the subject and the 
evident Intention on the part of all 
concerned to arrive at an equitable 
settlement of a difficult situation. It 
is apparent to me that both the 
power companies and the city's com- 
mittee are actuated by a spirit of 
fair play and that it ig possible to 
reach a conclusion which will be of 
great benefit to all concerned.” 

In an interview the Mavor said: 
“It seems to have gotten into the 
minds of some of the people that 
there is a disposition on the part of 
the city and the power companies 
to muzzle the press. That was not 
the intent or the spirit of our prop- 
osition at all. The proposition was 
that news given out should be au- 
thentic news so that the people 
might not get a wrong idea of what 
was going on. 

“I believe the fullest publicity 
should be given to every step of the 
proceedings clear down the line as 
soon as matters are gotten into a 
position where an authentic state- 
ment can be given. 

“The next conference will be held 
Thursday morning at 11 o'clock. A 
preliminary. meeting of the city's 
committee Will be held that day, 
probably at 9 o'clock, at which time 
our engineer will submit reports to 
us of what he finds the power com- 
panies’ figures mean. At 11 o'clock 
we will have a meeting with the 
power companies’ committee for the 
purpose of showing where we stand 
In the negotiations and how far 
apart we may be.“

As 2 medium for expressing art, 
moving pictures may not stand the 
test of time, but “Intolerance” is 
greater than any medium. It is one 
of the mile posts on the long road 
of art, where painting and sculpture 
and literature and music go jostling 
eargerly along together. 

When  ~<Griffith produced the 
“Clansman,” we all felt that the 
ultimate of motion pictures had been 
reached. There could be nothing 
greater or finer. After numerous and 
frantic attempts, most of the rival 
producers also decided rudefully that 
the last word had been spoken with 
the “Clansman.” 

“CANSMAN” OUTDONE. 

It remained for Griffith himself to 
make the “Clansman” seem poor 
and shabby and crue. Intollerance,“ 
which was produced at Clune’s 
Auditorium last night for the first 
time in Los Angeles, makes the 
“Clansman” look like a fishing smack 
when a dreadnaught sweeps into a 
harbor, dashing the water in foam 
from her bow, her great guns 
scowling and her giant stacks belch- 
ing volcanoes of smoke. Griffith 
the producer ef “Intolerance,” has 
pushed Griffith, the producer of the 
“Clansman,” off the map. 

This is the second time I have 
seen “Intolerance.” The first time 
was some months ago in a shabby 
Uttle wooden projecting shed, where 
half a dozen blase newspaper men 
gat like a death watch with Grif- 
fith. When the picture first began 
on the screen we were flinging gay 
remarks about around the little 
room. When it finished and the 
lights flashed on again we sat in 
dead silence. No one could speak. 
It was too tremendous. You might 
as well praise a storm at sea or 
applaud the Sermon on the Mount. 

One of our number was Jose- 
phine Crowell, the veteran actress. 
In the silence she got up and slow- 
ly walked out into the night. Still 
no one spoke. In a moment the door 
burst open and Mrs. Crowell came 
hurrying back. Her face was stream- 
ing with tears. Hurrying across the 
room, she threw both arms around 
Grifith’s neck and kissed him— 1 
can't help it.“ she sobbed. 
most wonderful thing that ever hap- 
pened in the world.” 

TREMENDOUS OVATION. 

At the theater last night 3900 
people rocked the building with 
their applause. When Griffith was 
called before the curtain at the sec- 
ond intermission it was the most 
stupendous ovation I ever heard in 
a theater; but I shall remember the 
tribute of Mra. Crowell after I have 
forgotten the applause that swept 
through the house last night. 

Literally speaking, “Intolerance” 
is not a story. It could no more 
have a plot than a great master- 
piece of music aould have a tune, 
It is too big for plots. 

Griffith shows how the story of the 
world has been written in hatred 
and intolerance, when tt might have

the feuds of its priesta. 

The second is the persecution of 
Jesus Christ by hypocrisy.

The final theme is a dramatic epi- 
sode of modern tenement-house 
life, ending with a gallows at San 
Quentin. 

At first these themes are far sep- 
arated; but as the play proceeds,

GRIPPING EPISODES. 

Taken by itself, the modern epi- 
sode is the most gripping and intense 
story I have ever seen on the screen.

Whether it was done with delib- 
erate intent on Griffith's part or not, 
it is about the most brilliant_and 
vivid propaganda the anti-Prohibi- 
tionists could have wished for.

The 
text of Griffith's sermon is that wom- 
en who have ceased to attract men 
often turn, as an instinctive outlet, 
to professional reforming and. with 
disastrous results to the victims of 
their attention.

You see them over- 
come and shoved over the edge of 
the great parapets and you can see 
their bodies go tumbling hundreds 
of feet down until they strike the

ow. 


AMAZING EFFECTS. 


Some of the effects are simply 
astounding. During one of the bat- 
tle episodes, a man’s head is 
Slashed clean from his trunk by a 
mighty swipe of a swordsman. You 
see huge fighting towers filled with 
soldiers toppled over by battering 
rams and sent crashing over to the 
ground, 

With catapults, monstrous. engines 
for throwing big rocks, battering 
rams, this is undoubtedly &he most 
accurate representation ever given 
of the methods of ancient warfare. 

Griffith spent fortunes to get ac- 
curacy in these details.; The night 
of the fall of Babylon the king Bel- 
shazzer was giving a party and it 
was a perfectly lovely party. The 
banquet hall was so huge that the 
far end is lost in the perspective. 
Naked dancing girls perform before 
the king. This dance is only a 
flash, lasting V than four minutes. 
But Griffith had dancing teachers in- 
structing these girls at $12 an hour 
for over a year out at Hollywood in 
order that it should be adequately 
done. The other effects of the pic- 
ture are in proportion. 

I think the one thing that stands 
out more vividly than anything else 
in my impressions is the great gate 
of Babylon, so huge that it was 
opened by gangs of slaves toiling at 
two windlasses. 

All the scenes of Babylon are lav- 
ish and superb beyond words to tell 
of them. They are prodigal with 
beauty.

The scenes of the de Medici ept- 
sode start out quam in Paris of 
the Middle Ages and ends in a cli- 
max that for horror and gore beats 
anything ever before seen on the 
screen.

“One reason 
Los Angeles hasn't the punch—is a 
back number—is because we stop 
these modern, healthy amusements,” 
he said. Mr. Newby came back 
with the reply that Mr. Rowan 
lives in Pasadena and he lives in 
Los Angeles and he confessed he 
(Mr. Newby) is a back number; 
that you shouldn't sacrifice moral 
values to boost real estate. 
“Los Angeles has grown faster 
than any other city of the United 
States; because of its decency it has 
outstripped all other cities—‘Rroth-

HE POWER BONDS—“*THE TIMES” 
AND THE NEWS. 
In another column The Times publishes 


an authorized statement from Mayor Wood- 


gard to the power negotiations and an inter 
view with the Mayor on the same important 
subject, In doing so The Times is but 
carrying out its policy of giving all the news 
without distortion. It will continue to give 
the public correct information on the power 
situation, as on other subjects. It has been 
complimented by Mayor Woodman upon the 
exactness of its reports and has no com- 
Plaint to make about news having been 
withheld, for it has had all the news all the 
time. 

The public will notice, however, that the 
Examiner is very much disturbed about not 
getting the news and has raised a great cry 
to heaven and Hearst upon its unfortunate 
predicament. First came the awful blow 
from the British government which showed 
how the Hearst papers published as cable- 
grams “news” which was not sent under the 
seas, over the seas, or upon the seas. Then 
came “the unkindest cut of all” which led it 
yesterday to roar so peevishly about not 
being able to give the local news. 

Giving facts, dates, circumstances and de- 
tails of every description, the British gov- 
ernment not only exposed the faking of the 
Hearst newspapers in printing as news 
from England reports that never were tele- 
graphed or mailed from the British Isles, but 
it emphatically announced that all British 
news rees would be closed to Hearst rep- 
resenfatives from this time forth. And 
Mayor Woodman took the cue—that’s all. 

It will be readily understood that a news- 
paper's first duty is to publish the news and 
it is not surprising that the Examiner is dis- 
gusted with itself at not being able to do 
that. But why blame its misfortune on 
princes, potentates, powers and mayors? 

Lack of news leads to faking, and faking 18 
sure to be found out, as has deen 
brought home to the Examiner in a manner 
so pointed. Of course if the Examiner will 
persist in printing fakes in order to excuse 
itself for not printing what really happens 
it must take the consequences; but if it 
made less noise it would not disclose so 
plainly how hard the shoe pinches. 

No gagging of the press is attempted by 
the Mayor in Los Angeles, but simply the 
application in certain quarters of what may 
be called the British kind of pressure against 
garbled news. In the case of the power ne-

OLLVEREIN OF THE ALIJAES. 

The formation by the allied powers of 
a Zollverein or commercial union after the 
war, from which Germany and Austria 
should be excluded, in which the Scandina- 
vian powers should not be equally favored 
and which should practically and to an ex- 
tent openly antagonize the United States, 
did not originate at the Paris conference. 

Thirty years ago the Kolnische Zeitung, 
which was regarded as the official] organ of 
the German government, proposed the for- 
mation of a commercial alliance among the 
mations of Central Europe with a view, as 
the official organ expressed it, “of expand- 
ing their markets by means of treaties, so 
that the surpluses at any one place within 
their dominions may serve to make up for 
the deficiencies in another,” and which more 
especially would “find its account in col- 
lectively fighting against. economical com- 
monwealths, like the United States, Russia, 
China and Great Britain, which embrace 
whole continents.” 

Such a formation of the “United States 
of Europe,” as the German government or- 
gan styled the proposed Zollverein, would 
have, as admitted by the Kolnische Zeitung 
at the time, a peculiar significance for the 
United States of America. 

As the feeling in Europe in respect to 
the export trade of the United States, es- 
pecially of food products, was not friendly, 
Germany at that time proposed to prohibit 
the importation of hog products, she levied 
successive additions to the duties on grain 
and cattle, and her officials readily enter- 
tained any complaint against an American 
staple. ‘ 

Conditions are different now from what 
they were in 1885. e case being altered, 
it alters the case.” Still it is not quite in 
order for Germany to go into a spasm of 
virtuous indignation in our behalf against 
the proposals of the Paris conference. We 
can manage to take fairly good care of our- 
selves against all the Zollvereins that any 
or all of the nations of Europe may organ- 
ize against us, for we are well aware of the 
fact that neither Germany nor Great Britain 
ever bought a barrel of pork or beef or a 
bushel\of wheat of us for any other reason 


R ATIVE AND TOWN MEET. 
ING GOVERNMENT. 

Those who would substitute for repre 
sentative government the making of laws 
by means of the initiative, the interpretation 
of laws by means of the recall of judges, 
and the repeal of laws by means of the refer- 
endum are disregardful of the teachings of 
history. 

The science of government has, since the 
dawn of civilization, enlisted the efforts 
and the genius and the wisdom of states- 
men and philosophers. States and king- 
doms and empires have been organized with 
different systems of making and enforcing 
laws. With every system it has been nec- 
essary that the individual should surrender 
a portion of his individual liberty of action 
for the common good, and the problem has 
been to devise a form of government that 
should promote the general welfare while 
protecting the freedom of action of the in- 
dividual, Plato and Aristotle and Cicero and 
More projected ideal but impossible re- 
publics. They presented impracticable ab- 
stractions of government, for they based 
their plans upon a community of such per- 
fect men and women as fever existed any- 

here at any time in all the world. 

rough all the centuries nations have 
risen and fallen, sometimes crushed by the 
tyranny of the despot, sometimes overturned 


with the insanity of the mob, and some. 
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tars’’ in Mexico. 
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wasted with collisions between the 
ruler and the ruled. The absolutism of 
Egypt and the pure democracy of Greece 
alike failed to promote the prosperity or 
preserve the liberties of the people. 

Of all the nations of antiquity or of the 
middle or modern ages our republic is the 
only one comparable with that of Rome. 
The empire of the Caesars has left its im- 
press upon the life of the human race in 
all civiliged lands. The names of Roman 
heroes and orators and scholars are as fa- 
miliar to us as those of our own time and 
clime; the literature and art of Rome are 
our models; her language enriches our 
tongue, and her jurisprudence is the model 
for our courts and legislators. 

The founders of our republic drew a por- 
tion of their inspiration from the pandects 
of Justinian, a portion from the common 
law of England, a portion from the philoso 
phy of Socrates and a portion from the 
methods of both the Stuarts and the Crom- 
wellians. To these they added their own 
bold and original thoughts, and they formed 
a government which, although “of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people,” did not 
vest in the people the right to make laws 
by direct action. They realized that a 
government that should “be practically 
adapted to the nature of man,” a govern- 
ment alike capable of sustaining man's per- 
sonal rights and advancing his social in- 
terests, must be a representative govern- 
ment. They did not attempt to adapt to 
States the New England town-meeting sys- 
tem of making laws. They formulated both 
for State and for national government a 
system of law-making by representatives. 
Each community was expected to select its 
ablest and best-known citizens for its rep- 
resentatives in the State Legislature, and 
in Congress these representatives could be 
trusted to carefully consider and frame 
laws for the general good. 

The system of law-making they estab- 
lished has existed for more than a hundred 
years and under it our nation has survived 
all perils, every State has advanced in pros- 
perity, and the rights of all bave been pre- 
served. 


EMOCRATIC HOSTILITY TO OUR 
SHIPPING. 

As a measure for restoring American 
shipping, by expending $50,000,000 now and 
$700,000,000 hereafter, in the purchase or 
construction of ships by the government to 
enable it to enter into competition with its 
own citizens for the carrying trade of the 
world, the ship-purchasing law enacted by 
Congress is an act of monumental folly. 

A report published by Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfield states: “For many years 
no country of importance other than the 
United States has required that ships flying 
the nationa! flag shall be of domestic con- 
struction, although practically every coun- 
try has made this requirement in the case 
of steamships receiving postal subventions.” 

Prior to the European war nearly al 
European countries having ocean ports sub- 
sidized their merchant ships in one form 
and another. Germany, which controls 95 
per cent. of her railroads, gave lower rail- 
road rates that enabled German manuface 
turers to sell their products at lower prices 
in countries reached by German steamship 
lines. France did the same thing. Austria 
granted loans to ship owners at low rates 
of interest or without interest. Great Brit- 
ain loaned $13,000,000 to the Cunard line at 
2 per cent. lower rate of interest than the 
company could have secured it elsewhere 
and in addition paid the line a subsidy. 
France pays direct 1 to shipping. 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Spain and Japan do 
the same. —

Volumes have been written about 
her witchery—the color of her eyes 
and the smile with which she led 
the, noble Rowman to his destruction. 

Now to begin with, Antony should 
be introduced. He was not the trim, 
athletic, handsome man so popularly 


| pictured. Historians, whose imag- 


inations have not run away with 
them, say that Antony was fat. 

He was likeable, fond of display, 
kindly, frank—and pestered eternal- 
ly by creditors. He delighted in 
driving about in a flower bedecked 
car drawn by lions. 

Antony's first plunge into matri- 
mony with his cousin, Antonia, was 
a youthful, quiet affair, as quietly 
terminated in short order because 
she objected to his attentions to a 
popular actress. His second adven- 
ture was with a widow, Fulvia—a 
resentful, strong willed woman. Her 
cruelty and vindictiveness were the 
reverse of Antony's disposition. 

Had Fulvia lived long enough, 
Antony might have been entirely re- 
formed.

The more industrious and enter- 
prising and self-supporting we are 
today the more taxes we are called 
upon to disgorge. It is no longer 
mere taxation; it is confiscation, a 
species of social civil war in which 
classes are preying upon each other, 
greedily watching opportunities to 
mulet each other of the reward of 
industry. 

The railway men, the best-pald 
workers in the country, have given 
us the latest example of this sort of 
thing. With a timid, too-proud-to 
fight administration in power the op- 
portunity to hold up the whole coun- 
try was irresistible. Not the bold 
barons of the middle ages now, but 
the bold barons of union labor watch 
every available opportunity to mulct 
us of our modest prosperity. It is 
all very well to talk of penalizing 
capital, but we, the people, are capl- 
tal. We, the people, are very much 
the goat. These railway “employ- 
ers” against whom labor-unionism 


‘insists it is fighting are very much 


the servants of the public, for the 
public are the stockholders as well 
as the consumers; and it is the pub- 
lic, not the employers, that union 
labor held by the throat while a 
slavish Congress, sent to watch and 
guard our interests, meekly voted 
our rights away. 

Income tax, inheritance tax, cor 
poration taxes, personal property 
taxes, land taxes, all have to come 
out of our industrious pockets and 
every year sees them higher and 
more disproportionate. And the cost 
of living rising by leaps and bounds 
all the time. As trade after trade is 
attacked each commodity sees a rise 
in price and we meekly pay for all 
those gloriots “victories” of class 
over class. We, the public, pay for 
every strike, and we, the public, pay 
for every privilege every class suc 
ceeds in obtaining for itself. Moth- 
ers’ pensions, workmen's 
tions and the hundred other meas- 
ures by which politicians have 
gained the gratitude of a handful 


of voters come out of the general 


pocket. This year our California 
taxes have risen to dizzy heights. 
So cruel are the property taxes that 
many people will have to relinquish 
their ownerships altogether. Theo- 
retically the country repudiates So- 
clalism. Precious few offices go to 
the avowed Socialist. But actually 
all our modern legislation is Soctal- 
ism undiluted, atory, deliber- 
ately penalizing the industrious, en- 
terprising and successful citizens for 
the benefit of the stronger brother. 
Stronger because he has intimidated 
the politicians; stronger because he 
has successfully made us elect the 
men who will work against us and 
for him. 


And not only are we at the mercy 
of greed and selfishness, but even 
more at the mercy of the unscrupu- 
lous reformer who, under the guise 
of improving our morals, improving 
US, the industrious decent portions 
of the community, would penalize us 
for our decency and industry, 80 
that our stronger brother, strong in 
his weakness and feeble-mindedness, 
may find us classed and legislated 
for on his level, that his feelings 
may not be wounded. Because he 
is a degenerate and a drunkard we 
are assured that we, too, must be 
potential drunkards and degener- 
ates. For his sake we are all tarred 
with the same brush; for his sake 
we submit to the most incredible in- 
sults to our decency, integrity, self- 
control. 

And to this end we are compla- 
cently asked to legislate the slow

When “local option” and the 
consequent reduction of licenses be- 
came law in England the most im- 
portant part of the measure dealt 
with the compensation of the pen- 
alized interests. Not for a moment 
was it considered that, even in the 
good cause of reform, these men 
should have their businesses wiped 
out without payment. 

If the Prohibitionists were not 
wholly infatuated with their single 
idea, the idea that we are inverte- 
brate, potential drunkards, common 
fairness would demand that at least 
the vineyards should be bought out, 
that at least the ardent reformer 
should himself bear the major part 
of the burden. He would now be 
raising vast sums from sympathizers 
in the cause to compensate the trade 
they wish to rob. If the Prohibi- 
tionists have so set their heart upon 
this legislation let them pay for it. 
Do you suppose such an idea ever 
occurred to them? 

No! These rampant, intolerant re- 
formers have no respect for the 
principle of “mine and thine.” 
“Let him take who has the power, 
And let him keep who can!” 

That is the idea. No regard for 
the rights of man. 

Why, to confiscate the vineyards, 
as is proposed, without compensat- 
ing the lawful owners, is nothing 
less than robbery. Highwaymen 
could do no more.
